To  relieve  the  Sick  and 
Lame  Poor,  and  reftore  fo  many  Members

the  utmoft  publick  Utility.  Indeed  the  great 
Advantages  of  thefe  excellent  Inftitutions  are 
fufficiently  fhewn,  by  the  printed  annual 
Accounts  of  the  feveral  Infirmaries,  in 
this  Kingdom. 

In  January  1 750-1,  a  Letter  figned  Z?.  A* 
appeared  in  the  Nezvcaftle  News  Papers^ 
ftrongly  recommending  the  beginning  a  Sub- 
fcription  here  for  an  Infirmary  for  the 
Counties  of  Durham,  Newcajlk  upon  Tyne , 
and  Northumberland ,  in  Confequence  of  which^ 
on  the  9th  of  February  following,  a  Subfcrip- 
tion  was  opened  for  that  Purpofe,  and  with 
fugh  Succefs,  that  in  a  few  Days  the  Bene¬ 
factions  and  annual  Subfcriptions  amounted 
to  a  very  confiderable  Sum.

On  the  22d  of  February  was  held,  a 
General  Meeting  of  the  Subfcribers,  wrhen 
a  Committee  was  chofen  to  follicit  Contribu¬ 
tions,  and  take  every  other  Step  they  might 
think  proper  to  promote  the  Charity.  This 
Committee  having  applied  perfonally  in  New - 
eaftle ,  and  by  Letter  to  the  Nobility,  Clergy, 
and  Gentry,  who  were  at  a  Diftance,  great 
Additions  were  daily  made  to  the  Sublcription 
Roll.  ^  ' .  "  v

On  the  gift  of  March  a  fecond  General 
Meeting  was  held,  when  it  was  refolyed  to 
carry  this  Charity  into  immediate  Execution, 
and  a  Houle  was  accordingly  taken,  lituate  in

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i}  alii  gate,  without  the  Walls  of  Newcajile 
in  which  there  are  23  Beds,  with  all  the 
neceflary  Offices.  At  the  fame  Time,  Statutes, 
Rules  and  Orders  for  the  Government  of  it, 
which  had  been  before  prepared,  by  the 
Committee,  were  confirmed  and  are  the  fame 
which  are  hereto  annexed,  fave  fome  few 
Alterations,  which  have  been  fince  found  by 
Experience  to  be  neceflary.

On  the  13th  of  April  was  held  the  firfb 
General  Quarterly  Court  of  the  Governors 
for  the  Election  of  a  Houfe  Committee,  (to 
fit  v/eekly)  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  an  Apothe¬ 
cary,  a  Secretary  and  Matron  ;  and  on  the 
23  d  of  May  following  the  Houfe  was  opened 
for  the  Reception  of  Patients. 

Th  us,  by  the  ready  and  generous  Encou- 
ragemement  of  the  Subfcribers  and  great 
Diligence  of  the  feveral  Committees,  this 
valuable  Charity  was  carried  into  Execution 
in  little  more  than  three  Months  from  the 
opening  the  Subfcription,  a  Circumftance  not 
to  be  equalled  by  any  Undertaking  of  this 
Kind.  What  Benefit  has  already  accrued 
from  it,  will  appear  by  the  Account  of 
Patients  fubjoined ;  but  it  may  be  proper 
further  to  obferve,  that  of  thofe  who  have 
reserv’d  their  Cures,  fome  have  been  eight  or 
ten,  and  others  even  fifteen  or  twenty  Years 
ill,  a  convincing  Proof  of  the  Neceflity  there 
was  for  fuch  an  Inftitution  here.

The  Management  of  this  Charity  is  entirely 
in  .the  Hands  of  the  Snbftribers,  Co  that  it 
cannot  be  perverted  or  .mifapplicd. .  Two  of 
the  Contributors  are  appointed  weekly,  by 
the  Committee,  who  vi fit  the  liotife  by  Turns 
every  Day,  to  examine  the  Conducl  of  the 
Servants,  and  fee  that  the  Patients  are  duly  at¬ 
tended  and  properly  taken, Care  oh  By  an 
Order  of  a  General  Court,  every  Governor  has  a 
Right  to  attend  and  vote  at  all  Committees,  and 
it  will  be  the  greateft  Favour  done  the  Charity 
if  they  will  often  make  Die  of  that  Privilege. 

Besides  the.  ufual  Advantages  of  proper 
Diet,  good  Lodging,  Advice  and  Medicine,  the 
Patients  in  this  Infirmary  are  conftandy 
and'  regularly  attended  by  the  Clergy  of 
Nev/caftle^  who  have  generomTy  engaged  to, 
read  Prayers  twice  a-week,  give  the  Commu¬ 
nion  at; proper  Times,  and  perform  the  other 
Duties  of  their  Function  by  Rotation,  fo  that 
it  may  reafonably  be  hoped  that  this  Charity 
will  have  the  beft  Confequenees  on  the 
Religion  and  Morals,  as  well  as  the  Health 
and  Constitution!,  of  the  induftrious  Poor. 
It  has  like  wife  been  ordered,  that  Ferfons  of 
other  Perfuafipns  may  -  be  attended  in  the. 
Manner  they  defire. 

Alt  ho’,  by  one  of  the  Rules,  it  is  ordered,, 
that  ail  Patients  be  difeharged  within  two 
Months,  unlefs  an  Order  be  made  'for  con¬ 
tinuing  them  longer,  the  Committee  have

never  failed  to  give  fuch  Order  for  their 
Continuance,  when  the  Phyficians  or  Sur¬ 
geons  thought  it  proper  .that  they  fliould  he 
continued. 

A  greater  Number  of  Patients  having 
offered  than  could  be  received  into  tiie  Hou(e5 
the  Committee  hired  feveral  Rooms  in  the 
Neighbourhood,  fo  that  fihce  the  i6th  of 
Jtugajl^  from  thirty  to  forty  Patients,  and 
upwards,  have  been  entertained  in  the 
Houfe,  &c.  at  one  Time ;  notwithftanding 
which,  the  Committee  have  frequently  been 
■obliged  to  advertife  that  the  Houfe  was  full, 
and  defire  the  Governors  to  forbear  recom- 
mending-In  patients  till  further  Notice. 

Indeed  it  was  always  forefeen  that  the 
prefent  Houfe,  tho’  the  beft  that  could  be  met 
with,  would  not  eompieatly  anfwer  -the  Oc- 
cafions  of  the  three  Comities ;  fo  that  as  early 
as  at  die  General  Meeting  in  March ,  Appli¬ 
cation  was  made  to  the  Corporation  of  New - 
cafile  for  a  Piece  of  Ground  on  the  Forth 
Banks ,  in  order  to  ere  ft  a  new  Infirmary, 
which  was  generoufiy  granted:  And  at  the 
’Quarterly  Court  in  Aprils  a  Subscription  was 
opened  for  the  Building,  which  with  the 
Sums  that  Bay  fubferibed,  and  the  Additions 
fince  made  to  it,  amounts  to  <p66L  ipj*, 

A  Plan  of  a  new  Building,  capable  of 
containing  80  Beds  for  Patients,  having  been

concerted  and  agreed  upon,  by  a  Committee 
chofen  for  that  Purpofe,  on  Tburfday  the 
5th  of  September ,  the  Foundation  Stone  was 
laid  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Biihop 
of  Durham ,  ’  Grand  Vifitor  of  this  Society, 
and  the  Building  has  llnce  been  continued  to 
the  Height  of  the  Bafement  Story.

II.  T  hat  All  who  fubfcribe  Two  Guineas ,  or 
more  per  Ann.  be  Governors  during  fuch  Subfcrip- 
tion  •,  and  that  thofe  who  give  twenty  Pounds  or

more  at  one  Time,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Infirmary* 
be  Governors  for  Life.  That  the  Mailers, 
Wardens,  or  Stewards  of  Companies,  and  the  Mi- 
nifters  or  Churchwardens  of  Parifhes,  which  fub- 
fcribe  Two  Guineas  or  upwards  per  Ann.  be  intitled 
to  all  the  Privileges  of  other  Governors  and  Sub^ 
scribers,  in  Proportion  to  their  Subfcription. 

III.  That  a  General  Court  of  Gover¬ 
nors  be  held  at  four  ftated  Times  in  every  Year  ^ 
namely,  on  the  fir  ft  Tuefday  in  April,  the  firft 
Tuefday  in  July,  the  firft  T uefday  in  Odfober ,  and 
th t  firft  Tuefday  in  January ,  at  Ten  o9 Clock  in  the 
Forenoon  ‘on  each  Day,  to  take  the  Reports  of

fident,  and  that  the  Treafurer  fhall  enter  on  his 
Office  every  Year  immediately  after  the  Execution 
of  fuch  Bond. 

VII L  That  there  be  a  Committee  of  Go¬ 
vernors  for  the  Management  of  the  Affairs  of 
the  Infirmary;  which  Committee  fhall  conlift  of

fiftent  with  thefe  Statutes. 

IX  That  the  faid  Committee,  at  their  lad 
Meeting  in  every  Quarter,  prepare  a  Lift  of  pro¬ 
per  Perfons  to  fucceed  them  as  a  Committee  for 
the  enfuing  Quarter,  and  lay  it,  with  a  Report  of 
their  Proceedings,  before  the  General  Court. 

X.  That  all  Governors,  who  attend  any  Com¬ 
mittee,  fhall  have  Voices  as  Members  of  fuch 
Committee. 

XI.  That  a  Majority  of  the  Votes  of  thofe 
Governors  who  are  prefent,  fhall  be  fufficient  for 
all  Eledtions  at  a  Quarterly  Court  of  Governors ; 
but  all  other  Adis  done,  and  all  Orders  made, 
fhall  be  null  and  void,  without  the  Confent  of 
twelve  or  more  Governors  j  and  in  Cafe  of  a  Bal¬ 
lot,

XII.  That  all  Eleftions,  both  at  a  Court  of 
Governors  and  at  a  Committee,  be  made  by  Bal- 
lot,  if  demanded  by  two  or  more  of  the  Governors 
prefent.

XIII.  That  no  Perfons  Vote  fhall  be  allowed 
at  any  Court  or  Committee  whole  Subfcription  is 
not  paid  to  the  Time  of  his  voting. 

XIV.  That  there  be  four  Phyficians,  two  Sur¬ 
geons,  an  Apothecary,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Matron* 
who  fhall  be  chofen  at  the  Quarterly  Court  in  April-, 
after  which  Time,  as  their  Places  become  vacant, 
proper  Perfons  may  be  appointed  by  the  Committee 
to  fupply  fuch  Vacancies,  until  the  next  Quarterly 
Court,  or  a  fpecial  Court  can  be  fummoned  for 
that  Pnrpofe  •,  and  that  a  Porter,  Nurfes,  and  all 
other  common  Servants,  be  chofen  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 

XV.  That  the  Apothecary,  Secretary,  and 
Matron,  may  be  fufpended  by  an  Aft  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  to  which  the  Confent  of  at  lead  Eight 
Members  fhall  be  neceffary  ;  but  not  removed,  ex¬ 
cept  at  one  of  the  dated  Quarterly,  or  Special 
Courts. 

XVI.  That  the  Porter,  Nurfes  and  common 
Servants,  may  be  fufpended  at  the  Difcretion  of

That  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings 
of  every  Meeting,  both  at  a  Court  of  Governors, 
and  at  a  Committee,  {hall  be  read  as  foon  as  the 
Bufinefs  of  fuch  Meeting  is  finiffied  :  And  that  a 
fair  Copy  of  them,  with  an  Account  of  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  Governors  prefent,  figned  by  the  Chairman 
and  another  Governor,  fhall  be  read  over  at  the 
next  Meeting  *,  and,  if  approved  of,  confirmed, 
before  any  other  Bufinefs  is  begun.

I-  H  AT  any  Perfons  whatfoever,  who  meet 
jfe  with  fudden  Accidents,  requiring  the 
immediate  Help  of  Surgery,  be  admitted  at  any 
Hour  of  the  Day  or  Night j  and  that  three  Beds 
be  always  kept  empty  in  the  Infirmary  for  that 
Purpofe  :  That  no  other  Perfon,  unlefs  recom¬ 
mended  by  a  Subfcriber,  (whofe  Subfcription  is 
paid)  and  who  appears  to  the  receiving  Phyhcian 
or  Surgeon  to  be  curable,  and  to  the  Committee 
to  be  a  real  Objedf  of  the  Charity,  be  admitted  ; 
and  that  only  on  'Thurfdays ,  between  the  Hours 
of  Ten  and  One.

IL  That  no  Women  big  with  Child,  no  Per¬ 
fons  difordered  in  their  Senfes,  fuppofed  to  have

X.  That  if  any  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons 
do  not  agree  in  their  Sentiments  about  treating  any 
Diforder,  then  all  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons 
belonging  to  the  Infirmary  (if  neceffary)  fhall 
hold  a  general  Confultation,  that  the  bed:  Method 
of  Cure  may  fpeedily  be  taken  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Patient.

II.  That  the  Surgeons  do  attend  together,  or

That  they  never  attempt  to  make  any  Alteration 
in  the  Dreffing,  &c.  of  each  other’s  Patients,  but 
by  Agreement :  And  that  no  Apprentice  or  Pupil 
prefurne  to  be  in  the  Infirmary  after  dreffing 
Hours,  except  called  in  Cafes  of  Neceffity. 


IV.  That  one  of  the  Surgeons  at  lead:  (if  not 


both)  continue  in  the  Infirmary  without  fail. 
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every  Monday ,  from  Ten  o’Clock  to  Eleven 
the  Forenoon,  to  attend  the  Phyficians  (if  called) 
in  their  Examinations. 

V.  That  they  drefs  the  In-patients  every 
Morning  before  Eleven  o’Clock,  and  that  no 
Out-patient  be  dreffed  (unlefs  in  Cafes  of  the 
utmoft  NecefTity)  who  does  not  make  his  (or  her) 
Appearance  at  the  Infirmary  on  the  dated.

I.  r'|'T  HAT  the  Apothecary  fix  two  Tickets 
JL  on  each  Patient’s  Bed  ;  one  fpecifying  the 
Name  of  the  Patient  together  with  that  of  the 
Phyfician,  Surgeon,  or  both  occafionally  ;  and 
the  other  the  Diet,  according  to  the  Prefcription 
of  the  Phyfician s  *,  and  that  he  take  Care  the 
Tickets  fo  fixed  do  exactly  correfpond  with  the 
Phyfician’s  Book,  and  give  a  Lift  thereof  to  the 

Matron  on  each  prefcribing  Day.

II.  That  he  keep  a  Diet  Book  of  the  Number 
©f  Patients  on  each  Diet. 

III.  That  he  go  into  the  Wards  every  Morning, 
and  enquire  into  the  refpe&ive  State  of  the  Pa¬ 
tients  Healths  ;  whether  the  Medicines  prefcribed 
have  been  taken,  and  what  Effedl  they  have  had  $ 
and  that  he  make  a  daily  Report  of  the  fame 
to  the  Phyficians  at  the  Hour  and  Place  which 
they  fhall  appoint.

That  he  never  buy  any  Drugs  or 
Medicines  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Infirmar y8 
without  an  Order  under  the  Hand  of  one  of 
the  Phyficians,  when  there  is  no  Room  for  Delay ; 
and  that  no  Drugs  or  Medicines  brought  into  the 
Shop  be  put  into  their  Places,  ’till  they  have  been 
iirft  infpedted  by  the  Phyficians  or  vifiting  A- 
pothecary. 

VIII.  That  he  lay  before  the  Committee 
every  Thurfday ,  a  Lift  of  fuch  Patients  as 
have  been  in  the  Houfe  two  Months,  that  the 
Circumftances  of  their  Cafes  may  be  farther 
enquired  into.
